Green and Meany Assail 
Vinson Bill; Tobin Urges 


Sacrifices for Defense 


AFL CO-OPERATION British Workers | ‘GREEN OPPOSED 


TO ANTI-LABOR 
LEGISLATION 


The American Fede:ation of La- 
bor expressed unalterable opposi- 
tion to the substitute bill which 
Representative Carl Vinson, of 
Georgia, proposes to bring out on 
the floor of the house of represen- 
tatives as a substitute for his orig- 
inal “cooling-off” bill. 

Representatives of the American 
Federation of Labor conferred with 
Representative Vinson at his re- 
quest and told him directly that his 
measure was highly objectionable. 

President William Green sent a 
letter to all members of congress 
informing them why the American 
Federation of Labor is against the 
Vinson bill. He said: 

“We appeal to you in the name 
and in behalf of the American Fed- 


eration of Labor to vote against 
the Vinson substitute for H. R. 
4139. 


“The American Federation of La- 
bor favored and supported the cre- 
ation of the national defense media- 
tion board. We have staunchly de- 
fended it, and co-operated fully 
with the members of the board, as 
it is now constituted, in the consid- 
}eration and disposal of vexing, in- 
dustrial problems. In addition, we 
pledged to the government our 
wholehearted support in the origi- 
nation and completion of the na- 
tional defense program. We are re- 
deeming our pledge and carrying” 
out our promise. As evidence of

The American newspaper writers’ 
association contended that the ap- 
propriate unit of employes for vot- 
ing consisted of “a quasi-profes- 
sional or craft group, editors, re- 
porters, writers and the like, ex- 
cluding clerks, stenographers and 
secretaries, office boys, librarians 
and the like.” 

A majority of the board, consist- 
ing of Chairman H. A. Millis and 
Edwin S. Smith, rejected the asso- 
ciation’s proposal. Dr. W. M. Leis- 
erson dissented. 

Officers of the American news- 
paper writers’ association predicted 
a sweeping victory for the A. F. of 
L. unit in the election despite the 
broadening of the unit. They said 
that the employes of the New York 
Times would overwhelmingly re- 
ject the discredited communist 
leadership of the guild.

Representatives of local unions, 
the building trades council and in- 
ternational unions will meet next 
Monday in the hotel Leamington 
to make minor adjustments of the 
contract to be signed between the 
unions and Bechtel - McCone - Par- 
sons corporation. 


The corporation has a $31,000,000 
contract for the construction of the 
quartermaster general depot at the 
foot of 14th street, Oakland. 


Terms of the new agreement call 
for the 8-hour day, 5-day week, nine 
holidays, double-time for overtime, 
the local prevailing union wages 
for all mechanics, hiring through 
the union office, no strikes, lock- 
outs or jurisdictional disputes and 
only American citizens will be em- 
ployed on the project. 

With the exception of a few 
minor changes the contract meets 
with the approval of all unions, 
said J. C. Reynolds, business repre- 
sentative of the Alameda County 
Building Trades Council.

tion of vital defense materials wherever possible. 
| DEATH TO STRIKERS 
| But what now? Now it's an entirely different story. Now we may ex- 
pect the communists to join with congressmen like Carl Vinson and 
Clare Hoffman and even outdo these reactionaries in thinking up com- 
pulsory work legislation. All Vinson suggested was to put working men 
and women in jail if they exercised their rights as free American citi- 
zens and refused to work under conditions that appeared to them intol- 
evable. But we may count on the commies to go a lot further. We can 
confidently expect them to take up the cry of that unfortunate congress- 
man who was carried away by his own oratory a few weeks ago and 
recommended the electric chair for strikers. Why not? Isn’t that the 
policy in Soviet Russia? Aren’t workers in that country who fall out of 
the party’s good graces for one thing or another subject to execution? 
Why not do the same thing here? 
| Finally, the communists are unquestionably going to start a drive to 
‘abolish the 8hour day and the 5-day week. For this they have ample 
precedenf in Jumping Joe’s own ballyard. There the work-day was ex- 
tended to twelve hours long ago. It wasn’t done by collective bargaining. 
|It was done by edict. The defense program of the soviets was not pro- 
ceeding rapidly enough. So Dictator Stalin just issued orders abolishing 
the eight hour day. Very simple, indeed. And a very fine precedent for 
|the communists in this country. But what about all the fine speeches by 
| communist orators about how they proposed to improve the conditions 
of Saas workers? Well, that was before Soviet Russia was endan- 
| gered. 
| WILL WE CRAWL 

All of this, if it happens as we think it will, ought to be quite educa- 
tional to the American people and to American workers, especially. 

We don’t believe the American workers will take the communists’ 
sudden conversion to democracy too seriously. We don’t believe they will 
want to clasp Jumping Joe’s disciples to their hearts as blood brothers. 
After all, we must remember that Russia is ot -fighting Germany 
| through choice. The war was forced upon them by Hitler. For years 
| Stalin has tried to appease Hitler even more than the Munichmen whom 
the communists now profess to despise. Stalin not only compromised 
with Hitler; he helped him. Stalin signed a trade treaty and a non- 
aggression pact with Hitler. He gave Germany vital supplies, food and 
oil and minerals. He collaborated with Hitler in dividing up Poland and 
Rumania. It was only when Hitler decided the partnership was not as 
profitable for him as a monopoly would be that the communists discov- 
ered anything wrong with the nazis. It was only when the communists 
had war forced upon them that they decided to fight Hitlerism, 

The question now before our country is whether we can afford to 
crawl as the communists crawl. Are we going to scrap our principles 
and make common cause with Jumping Joe Stalin? 

The answer must be an emphatic NO! So far as we're concerned 
let Stalin and Hitler fight each other groggy. So far as we’re con- 
cerned their quarrel is a break. It will give us more time to build up 
our own defenses and rush greater aid to Great Britain which will 
then be in a better position to resist the aggressors.
